More than two-thirds of the whole number 
of persons who bring libel suits against awe 
papers are utterly without any pecuniary 
psa If these ‘‘scalawags”’ 
any way obtain a verdict, something "they 
be gained.

A responsible man, a 
basa good case, will not object to this rea- 
sonable requirement. Malicious pe rsous, who 
have no cases, will strenuously object to such 
a rule.

„As the law now stands, however, the press 
is at the mercy of every impe cunious adven- 
turer who chooses to consider his “charac- 
ter“ injured, and straightway brings suit for 
large damages in the hope that the proprietors 
will compromise rather than submit to the 
annoyance and expense of a trial.

On the other hand, the New 
York Evening Post, referring to the Cour- 
iERJOURNAL and the passive -policy,” 
asks whether wecan guarantee the dis- 
cretion of such men as STEPHENS and 
Toouns, of Georgia, and surmises that 
the movement will be amere sham, having 
power to command the confidence of no 
large body of Republicans.

All this is the result of the debate over 
the amendments, which gave out the im- 
pression that there is a reactionary element 
in the Democratic party that only waits 
an opportunity to assert its supremacy; 
and it is plain enough that the party can 
‘make no combinations, nor do anything 
within itself, as long asit is placed, by im- 
plication or otherwise, in this attitude. 
Mental reservations, which are cowardly 
of spirit and lies by intent, never win 
and never ought to win. No party can go 
to the people except with open truths and 
plain professions. Outspoken errors have 
less power to injure than baseless suspi- 
cions;and it would indeed be better for the 
Democratic party, if it means reaction, to 
proclaim all that is charged against it 
in that direction than tesneak along un- 
der cover of the conservative Republicans, 
expecting ever to be able to carry out pur- 
poses it dare not avow. 

For our part, we will have nothing to do 
with shams and lies. We are not afraid 
of the Democratic party as it is. We are 
not afraid to say all we think. We know 
very well that the Democracy entertains no 
reactionary purpose; and we interpret it, 
as we conceive it, in the spirit of our time. 
If extremists, like Mr. Srersens, are able 
to achieve their scheme inside of the 
party, let them. If they are not, the party 
is not responsible for their vagaries. They 
have done a deal of mischief. But they 
have a right to speak and to be heard, and

large as our own city; she is not so old; 
she is not in our way. She is progressive, 
and we know what progress is.

A specimen of the latest outburst of shrewd 


ealeulation and practical wisdom is before 


us in the shape of a handsome octavo 
volume of about four hundred pages bear- 
ing the title Indianapolis. As its name 
implies it treats one theme, and docs it 
finely. It is a complete chronicle of that 
city’s social, municipal, commercial and 
manufacturing progress from its settle- 
ment by Joux PoGuE, who put up the 
first log cabin within its present limits in 
March, 1819, down to the year of our Lord, 
1871. The first records are amusing 
enough, and the city was fortunate indeed 
in having one in her midst who had the 
forethought to preserve, and the necessary 
literary judgment to select, the various in- 
teresting details of the first settlement for 
the benefit of posterity. 

The book is appropriately prefaced by a 
map of Indiana, and as we notice the va- 
rious railroads, some dozen in number, 
that center at Indianapolis, it is odd to 
read that, in 1822, 80 remote and almost 
inaccessible was the situation of the little 
community that one of their first efforts 
was to opén communication with the world 


they had left.” These efforts, it would seem,

The condition of Indianapolis in 1847, 

when the first railroad arrived, is very 
capitally described. Mr. HoLLoway says: 
There came with it much sueh a change 
as comes upon a boy at puberty. There 
was a change of features, of form, a sug- 
gestion of manhood, a trace of the beard, 
and voice of virility. Manufacturers ap- 
peared, and would not disappear. Stores 
that had formerly mixed up dry goods, 

groceries, grain, hardware, earthenware, 

and even books, in their ock, began to 
select and confine themselves to one or 
two classes of their former assortment. 
Dry goods houses which kept neither cof- 
fee nor mackerel Grocery es- 
tablishments which sold neither calico nor 
crockery became visible. Business showed 
its growth in its divisions,” 

The experience of the people of Indian- 
apolis in respect to a library is instructive, 
and at the same time encouraging, to our- 
selves, when we consider that almost a pre- 
cisely similar experiment in our own city 
has succeeded, in three months, in obtain- 
ing no less firm a foundation and nearly a 
thousand more volumes than the-Indian- 
apolis Library Association did in two 
years. There the conditions of member- 
ship were, and are, a subscription for libra- 
ry purposes of one hundred and fifty dol - 
lars, to be paid in annual installments of 
twenty-five dollars. They have secured 
about one hundred paying members and 
are doing well. This is the nearest ap- 
proach to a public Hbrary that they can at 
present make; the circulation of . books is 
confined to members, and to certain others 
upon a payment of five dollars annually. 
It is to be hoped that they may speedily 
obtain a largé endowment fund and make 
their library a free one. 

In this history full details are given of 
every religious and charitable organization 
in the city. Every branch of trade has 
been thoroughly canvassed and properly 
treated, and, to be brief, this book exhib- 
its the progress, condition and prosperity 
of the city in a way that has never been at- 
tempted before, and in a manner that re- 
fiects the highest credit upon the author.

act very much as the intelligent and sober 
American workingman does, that is, enjoy 
themselves in moderation, clothe, feed and 
school their families, and where possible 

save up a little fora rainy day. We do 
not think that im the matter of dissipation 
| JouN Butt is either worse or better than 
his European neighbors. He certainly is 
not as determined a beer-swiller as the 
Dane or Swede, he drinks and smokes less 
than the German, he is not as hoggish as 
the Russian, nor does he even beerify“ 
himself to the extent that some people 
imagine. In order to understand this it 
will be necessary to glance at the elements 
of English life. In the first place, the best 
beer and ale in the world are brewed in Eng- 
Aland, and the climate is of such a character 
| that a decoction of John Rarlevcorn ia 
| positively one of the necessities of 
| life, and quantities of beer are 
| individually consumed by Englishmen, 
| Without ill effect, which would capsize any 
ordinary American. But we must re- 
member that he does not drink spirits, that 

he has not such a highly nervous organiza- 
| tion as the American, that he drinks regu- 
larly and steadily, taking life coolly, and is 
not troubled with a very high ambition. 
No Englishman ever gets it into his head 
that he may be a President, or that if he 
enters the army he may win a marshal's 
baton. The Englishman, although not as 
stolid and phlegmatic as the Dutchman or 
German, has equally as hard a head and as 
strong a digestion. It is true that on pay- 
days (Saturdays), he will occasionally take 
too much, and thencomes the deluge. He 
is then as pugnacious as he is patriotic, as 
eminently defiant of policemen as he is 
pityingly scornful of Yankees or French- 
men, or those papist Irish who compete 
with him in the labor market—a very sore 
point with Jonn Burt, and one which has 
been the principal incentive at times to 
raids on Irish persons, dwellings and 
places of worship. But afterall, Irishmen 
are heavier drinkers as a class. Scotch- 
men consume infinitely more whisky, and 
the Welshman—true Briton as he is—can 
any day pull a tankard with his Anglo- 
Saxon conqueror. Although temperance 
societies are numerous in England, Jon 
Bur. is eminently skeptical as to the virtues 
of cold water and tea as against ‘‘the barley 
bree.” He also turns up his nose at the 
light wines of France and will have none 
of them.

‘beating is also’ very ‘common in Englahd, 


and it is said that the lower classes of 
EnglishWomen are all the fonder of hus- 
bands who have a propensity to ‘‘whop” 
them now and then, despising those milk- 
sop jees ‘Whose manly fists’ never 
descend their fair skina. 

The finest specimens of Engleshmen, as 
regards inches, are to be found mainly in 
Yorkshire and Lincolnshire, but in finesse 
and mother-wit, Lancashire and London 
take the lead. Of all operatives the Eng- 
lish farm laborer is the poorest specimen. 
Except in Yorkshire, Lancashire, and 
Kent, his wages are very low, and his 
social condition not many degrees above 
the bovines he looks after. For the 
most part he vegetates, and is 
always next door to the poor-house, 
always under the dominion of the squrre- 
archy and pompous clergy of the Angli- 
can church. He has to bow and scrape 
his way amongst his betters, and is looked 
on with sovereign contempt by the British 


mechanic and miner. The most intelli- 


gent of all workingmen is the factory ope- 
rative of Lancashire and Yorkshire, and, 
as they form a very numerous class, the 
elections in that part of the kingdom are 
stirring occasions. As a rule, no Ameri- 
can workingman takes more or as much 
interest in politics as this class. And 
they are very independent in their votes. 
At the last general election it was a notice- 
able fact that Lancashire, the great seat of 
the cotton trade, returned a majority of 
Tory members in defiance of the Radical 
cotton-spinners, their masters. The pres- 
ent Prime Minister of England, Mr. Guap- 
STONE, was defeated in contesting an 
election in Lancashire, and had to be re- 
turned in the Borough of Greenwich, near 
London. This was the statesman, it will 
be remembered, who abolished the Irish 
Anglican church, and for doing so was 
cordially hated by a large number of Lan- 
cashire factory operatives. 

Factory operatives do not, however, 
now earn the most money; iron-workers, 
mechanics and tradesmen taking thie lion's 
share of the wages of the country. This 
latter class, though not perhaps the best 
educated, are most united in their en- 
den vors to keep up trade prices, and 
ameliorate the condition of their fellows. 
They have powerful unions in the country, 
and are now more feared by the aristocracy 
and middle class in England than all the 
rest combined. This is shown by the 
seusation which was caused lately by the 
rumor of an alliance between members of 
the Trades’ Unions and the Peers of Eng- 
land, which, if well carried out, would 
have the triple effect of overawing the 
middie class, bolstering up the House of 
Lords, and rendering the crown of Eng- 
land a steble institution, and not the 
‘yickety concern which BrRapLaven, the 
great English socialist, and his Jnéernation- 
ale brethren think it. If ever the impulse 
for a Republic should come in England, it 
will have to come from this class; but if an 
alliance between its members and the Peers 
is absolutely true, the day of an English 
Ropubhe is far distant. The political party 
in England that gets hold of the principal 
Trades’ Unions will be the party of con- 
trol. 

Next to the Trades’ Unions, the friendly 
societies, principally composed of work- 
ingmen, are the most powerful, but their 
great influence is rather social than politi- 
cal; but should the immense organizations 
of the Odd-Fellows, Druids, Foresters, 
&c., once mingle boldly in politics on the 
caucus principle, neither aristocrats nor 
middle-class millionaires and employers 
will have much chance with them except 
they yield immensely to their demands, or 
strive to corrupt and bribe on a wholesale 
plan, which we do not think English work- 
ingmen are foolish enough to endure. The 
political life of Englishmen is likely to be 
of as stirring a character as our own for 
the next decade, unless there should inter- 
venea terrible continental war with Eng- 
land dragged into it, when all home 
reforms would be stopped. 

There is another large class of working- 
men in England, which we have not yet 
mentioned. Thisis the miners, who are 
the lowest and most brutal of Ml the 
classes, both drunken and venal, corrupt 
and ignorant. It is a numerous class, 
which seldom unites for working purposes 
and is, politically, a class to be bought and 
sold. 

The miscellaneousclass of English work- 
men principally employed about large cities 
and towns, together with the excavators or 
navvies, form another element of doubtful 
character; but mechanics, ironworkers and 
millhands are the dominant classes. 

We have said that Americans are ignor 
ant of English workingmen, but we may 
also say that this ignorance is reciprocated 
by the latter, who, if they have any no- 
tion about American workingmen, gather 
it chiefly from books of travel or news- 
papers; but the fact is the English 
workingmen are not a deeply-read people, 
and consequently their ignorance of Amer- 
ican matters is not much dissipated by the 
accessibility to these sources of informa- 
tion.

The promise to Abraham 
that his seed should be as the sand on the sea- 
shore would seem to be renewed to the 
sparrows. In New York city, from a 
few pairs and in a few years, they 

have multiplied to many thousands— it is said to 
more than a million-— and large colonies have 
migrated to Connecticut, to Long Island. and to 
the interior of the State of New York. As worm 

destroyers, this army of active, bright little 
birds is a grand success. And, then, they are 
tame and playful. It is rare fun, to old folks as 
well as children, to watch their antics as they 
sport in the spray of the New York fountains
